Whipped Cream. 


Perhaps the most delightful way of serving 
strawberries is fresh as a dessert, but thete 
are many other ways in which their appeal 
to the palate can be utilised. ; 

The ‘ideal accompaniment is, of course, 

cream. Cream for strawberries should 
always be “ whipped.’ For one reason, 
whipped cream contains sugar, and sugar 
improves and brings out the full flavour of 
the berries ; and for another, whipping makes 
cream go twice as far; so the little extra 
trouble is well worth while, 
_ To whip cream mix a jar of it with half 
its quantity of milk, and whip steadily with 
& kmfe until it thickens. nee the point: 
is reached it will thicken rapidly, but should 
not be allowed to get buttery, Then sweeten 
to taste with castor sugar, 


Strawberries and Cream. 


To prepare this mouth-watering dessert 
hull the strawberries, put a layer in the 
bottom of a glass dish, sprinkle with castor 
sugar, add a thick layer of whippéd cream, 
and then repeat the layers until the dish is 
filled, finishing off with a layer of cream 
garnished with a few strawberries. 

Other sweets can be concocted b pulping 
and mixing the strawberries as avouring 
and colouring with an ordinary cornflour 
hlancmange, or with a carrageen hishcmsng 
to which a few drops of lemon juice have 
been added.

AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS. 


The most significant figures are those which 
show the extraordinary decline of agricultural 

exports, many of which were worth last May 
only a fraction of what they were worth the 
previous May. An exception was 5 pp essen á 
butter, the exports of which were wort 
£120,351 last May—an imcrease of £25,252 
over May of last year. 

A comparison of the exports for these two 
months shows that the value of fat. cattle 
exports fell by £8,984 to £94,211, store cattle 
by £183,737 to £190,460, milch cows and 
springers by £63,507 to £18,309, calves by 

£26,546 to £68,444, sheep and lambs by 
£47,283 to £54,318, pigs by £77,758 to 
£19,812, horses by £59,216 to £46,380, and 
other live animals by £27,034 to £1 071.
